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Dad finds 
daughters 
home burned 
to ground 

Owner finds out when father 
stops by to feed chickens

Police are investigating the cause 
of a fire that destroyed a Lawrence¬ 
burg woman’s home but wasn’t dis¬ 
covered until the following day. 

Battalion Chief Chris Harrod of 
the Anderson County Fire Depart¬ 
ment said he was alerted to the fire 
last Friday morning, hours after the 
800-square-foot cabin had already 
burned to the ground at 1153 Tracy 
Road. 

“When I got there all I saw was a 
small flame about a foot tall,” said 
Harrod. “I used a shovel to throw 
some snow on it and put it out.” 

The property was owned by Marie 
Lickliter, Harrod said, who was living 
elsewhere at the time of the blaze. 

He said Lickliter’s brother, Dean, had 
been living in the cabin but appar¬ 
ently wasn’t home when it caught 
fire. 

Harrod said the fire was never 
called in to 911 and was discovered 
Friday morning when Marie Lickli¬ 
ter’s father arrived to feed her chick¬ 
ens. 

Harrod, who works as a firefighter 
in Lexington, said he was told of the 
fire by another Lexington firefighter 
who works at a Lexington-area hospi¬ 
tal with Marie Lickliter. 

“He happened to be working next 
to Marie when she got a call from her 
dad saying the house was gone,” Har¬ 
rod said. “She didn’t know what to do, 
but he knows I live here and gave me

Council OKs mayor to negotiate for 
undisclosed real estate purchase

The Lawrenceburg City Council 
isn’t about to allow nine additional 
drinking establishments to open 
without having some input. 

“We need to get ahead 
of this process,” Mayor 
Sandy Goodlett said dur¬ 
ing Monday night’s city 
council meeting. “We 
have no control over 
who gets them.” 

Goodlett was address¬ 
ing a notice issued by 
the state’s Alcohol 
Beverage Control authority that says 
Anderson County has nine additional 
licenses available for retail drink 
liquor licenses.

Firefighters rescue four

Firefighters rescued four people 
Saturday when the vehicle they 
were in became stranded in the 
swollen Salt River on Rice Road. 

Interim Anderson County Fire 
Chief Donald Cox said the driver of 
a Jeep attempted to cross the river, 
which had swelled from due to last 
week’s heavy rain and snow. 


“The water was moving very 
fast,” said Cox. “Normally it’s just 
a couple of inches but that day it 
was at least a couple of feet.” 

Cox said it appears the vehicle’s 
engine stalled as the driver and 
three other adults attempted to 
cross. 

“We’re not sure if they went in 
hard and splashed water on the

Gritton says changes needed 
to stem $175,000 annual loss

Judge-Executive Orbrey Gritton 
said Monday that he is considering 
major changes to the county’s recycling 
program, which is losing an estimated 
$175,000 a year. 

Data obtained by The Anderson 
News show that revenue from recy- 
clables in 
2014 totaled 
just under 
$30,000 
while 
expenses 
were nearly 
$205,000. 

Data also 
show that 
the amount 
of recycla- 
bles collect¬ 
ed in 2014 
declined 
by nearly 
50,000 

pounds from 
the previous year, and that taxpayers 
are losing money each time the collect¬ 
ed items are hauled to Lexington. 

Gritton, already working to solve a 
$400,000 budget deficit that he attri¬ 
butes to money spent establishing the 
recycling program and overestimating 
the revenue it would generate, said 
those loses are simply unsustainable. 

“We cannot outrun our losses,” Grit¬ 
ton said. “We can’t get out of the way 
of this recycling train, which is rolling 
over us pretty good right now.” 

One of the major reasons the pro¬ 
gram is losing money is the expense

Hit-and-run tractor-trailer total fire dept, vehicle 


Firefighters were assisting stranded 
motorists on Bluegrass Parkway

Two Anderson County firefighters 
escaped injury when the vehicle they 
were in was struck by a hit-and-run 
tractor-trailer as they attempted to 
help stranded motorists on the Blue- 
grass Parkway during last Wednes¬ 
day’s snowstorm. 

Interim Fire Chief Donald Cox said 
department’s 2000 Jeep utility vehicle 
was likely totaled in the wreck, which 
occurred at the base of what is known 
as Bridge Hill on the Woodford Coun¬ 
ty side of the Kentucky River.

The driver of the tractor- 
trailer apparently left the scene 
after his truck jackknifed on the 
snow-covered road and slammed 
into the Jeep. 

“They were assisting others 
when they looked up and saw the 
semi coming,” Cox said. “The trail¬ 
er jackknifed and they jumped 
back into the Jeep. Before they 
could close the door, the rear of 
the tractor-trailer hit the jeep. 

“They weren’t hurt but they 
were pretty shaken up.” 

The firefighters were respond¬ 
ing to stranded motorists during 
week’s storm, which dumped up 
to 2 feet of snow across the region. 
He said after assisting motorists 
on the Anderson County portion 
of the Parkway, the firefighters 
went into Woodford County to 
turn around. 

“They ran into some stranded 
motorists on that side, contacted 
Woodford County and were asked 
to stay there until more help 
arrived,” Cox said. “After they 
were hit, they assumed the trac¬ 
tor-trailer stopped along with oth¬ 
ers up the road, as did the police 
officer who was there. 

“Once they verified that every¬ 
one was OK, they realized that the 
semi truck that hit them kept on 
going. It was a hit and run.”

“There are going to be people 
who want to open these establish¬ 
ments and we need to amend our 
ordinances to make sure we have 
some leverage over the process,” 
Goodlett said. 

The meeting also included 
an update from Goodlett on the 
city’s efforts to recover from a 
fire last month that destroyed 
its maintenance building, snow 
removal and other heavy equip¬ 
ment. The council also unani¬ 
mously approved a slight increase 
to its salary schedule, voted to 
allow the mayor to enter contract 
negotiations on a piece of land 
and heard an update on how the 
city handled last week’s snow¬ 
storm despite having its plows 
and other equipment destroyed in 
the fire. 

Goodlett said the city has 
already purchased a backhoe, 
a piece of equipment to unclog 
sewer lines and a small excavator. 

Goodlett said plans for a new 
maintenance building will likely 
be ready within the next two 
weeks and he expects to have 
a contractor under contract by 
May. 

As for snow removal last week, 
Goodlett said the city received 
helped from the City of Frank¬ 
fort, Franklin County and Ander¬ 
son County along with utilizing 
private contractors to clear near¬ 
ly 2 feet of snow from city streets. 

“It went very well,” he said. “If 
you see one of our maintenance 
crew and don’t thank them I’m 
going to fuss at you,” Goodlett 
told council members. 

The salary scale increase is 
based on the city’s ordinance that 
adjusts those rates based on the 
Consumer Price Index, which has 
increased .8 percent. 

“This does not affect anyone’s 
current salary,” Goodlett said. 

The vote to allow Goodlett to 
enter into negotiations and a con¬ 
tract on a piece of real estate did 
not include its location or intend¬ 
ed purpose. Councilman George 
Geoghegan abstained from the 
vote.

a call.” 

Harrod said the fire likely broke 
out sometime late Thursday night or 
early Friday morning. 

“By the time I got there all that was 
left was the tin roof,” he said. “It was 
flattened.” 

He said the house sat about 300 


yards from the road, but there are two 
nearby residences. 

“That night was very foggy,” he 
said, adding that may have contrib¬ 
uted to no one seeing the blaze. 

“We’ve had a couple of these 
through the years where people live 
way out and don’t have alarm sys¬ 
tems,” he said. 

“Sometimes people just don’t see 
them burning. We get calls from peo¬ 
ple who say they something burning 


across a valley. Sometimes it’s a wood- 
pile, sometimes it’s a house.” 

Harrod said the Kentucky State 
Police is investigating the blaze. 

“There are no red flags at this time 
and it doesn’t appear suspicious,” he 
said. 

“With the house gone, there isn’t 
much left to investigate. There’s noth¬ 
ing left but the foundation.”

charge fee and 
remediation fee. 

In return, it received 
$6,400 from co-mingled 
products such as paper 
and plastic, $10,600 from 
recycled metals salvaged 
from its compactor service 
and about $12,000 from 
cardboard. 

“That is our entire rev¬ 
enue stream,” Gritton said. 
“We pay $8 more per ton 
than we get back. 

“I know recycling is not a 
money-making venue, but 
it ought to be able to sustain 
itself and not cost money to 
keep it going.” 

In 2013, the county col¬ 
lected just under 600,000 
pounds of recyclables, but 
that number dropped to 
about 550,000 pounds last 
year. 

Gritton that trend is par¬ 
ticularly troubling because 
the only way the program 


could break even would be 
to have Allied stop charg¬ 
ing to haul items to Lexing¬ 
ton along with a massive 
increase in the amount col¬ 
lected. 

“We would have to col¬ 
lect 6.8 million co-mingled 
pounds a year to break even 
if we weren’t paying to get 
it hauled,” he said. 

The biggest revenue 
item is cardboard, which 
in 2013 brought in nearly 
$92 per ton but is now only 
bringing in $72. Gritton 
said although it’s the most 
profitable item, the county 
would need a 1,150 percent 
increase for the entire pro¬ 
gram to break even. 

“Right now we’re putting 
out eight bales of cardboard 
a week,” he said. “To break 
even, we’d have to bale 100 
a week.” 

Getting that much more 
tonnage isn’t likely, Gritton 
said, and is not the result 
of having too few recycling 
containers available. 

“We currently have seven 
containers,” he said. “A com¬ 
munity of 70,000 would 
usually have six, so we have 
adequate equipment, just 
not adequate tonnage.” 

With payroll already in 
excess of $90,000 a year in 
that department, Gritton 
said massive increases need- 


Gritton against using scales 

Among the hundreds of thousands of dollars spent to establish the county's recycling 
program was the $62,000 the fiscal court spent purchasing a set of scales that were 
to be used to charge residents to offload unwanted items. 

Those scales were installed last year but have yet to be used. 

Judge-Executive Orbry Gritton said Monday that he doesn't favor charging residents, 
adding that doing so would have to be done by a vote of the fiscal court. 

When the scales were purchased, magistrates discussed charging 5 cents per pound 
for unwanted items and yard debris as a means of offsetting the cost associated 
with a compactor at the recycling center. 


ed to break even would also 
drive up salaries, meaning 
even more materials would 
have to be collected to pay 
for them. 

“If we don’t get our hands 
around this program, we’re 
going to have a borrowing 
need of $150,000 to $200,000 
a year,” Gritton said, not¬ 
ing that the fiscal court is 
already facing having to 
borrow $400,000 this year to 
balance its budget. 

“Recycling is important 
to this community, but my 
job is to represent the 21,000 
people who live here and 
not raise their taxes to sub¬ 
stantiate this program.” 

Gritton said one way he 
plans to attack the problem 
is by requiring companies 
submitting bids on the 
upcoming trash hauling 
contract to pick up recy¬ 
clables at residences. 


Another is to partner 
with neighboring communi¬ 
ties to help offset some of 
the expenses. 

A third is to try to con¬ 
vince Allied to stop charg¬ 
ing a fee to haul the mate¬ 
rials to Lexington, and a 
fourth involves a company 
in Georgetown that recently 
approached him. 

“That company doesn’t 
do recycling,” he said. “What 
they do is pick up trash, 
burn it and turn it into gas 
that is used by the Toyota 
plant. 

“That’s not recycling, but 
it is planet green and they 
could take everything.” 

Gritton said he expects 
to finalize the bid package 
for trash collection later this 
week.

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As snow days pile up, school officials discuss Plan B 


Mitchell says safety trumps trimming missed days

When school is dismissed 
for extended periods of time 
due to severe winter weather, 
many parents and students 
look for ways to preserve 
spring break and not have the 
school calendar cut into sum¬ 
mer vacations. 

One solution discussed over 
time has been the implemen¬ 
tation of a plan of limited bus 
routes, often referred to as 
“Plan B” or “Snow Plan.” 

The basic idea is for buses 
to run on the main roads, 
stopping at predetermined 
points, and leaving the 
responsibility with families 
living on secondary roads to 
get their children to the bus. 
Such plans are used in some 
Kentucky counties and are 
often implemented in situ¬ 
ations like the one follow¬ 
ing the snowstorm that hit 
Anderson County on Feb. 16. 

With that storm, which 
brought upwards of 10 to 12 
inches of snow to the area, 
the main roads were mostly 
clear later that week while 
secondary roads were gener¬ 
ally reported passable but 
in conditions that required 
extreme caution. Anderson 
County schools were out that 
entire week as well as the fol¬ 
lowing Monday. When they 
returned to school on Feb. 24, 


a bus was involved in a minor 
incident when it hit ice and 
slid into a fire hydrant on 
Clearwater Drive as the bus 
was making a turnaround on 
a dead end street. 

Such an incident under¬ 
scored the difficulty of bal¬ 
ancing the need of students 
being in school with making 
the call that roads are unsafe 
for transporting students in 
buses. 

It is not a new question 
posed to those in charge of 
Anderson County Schools. 

“We’ve had questions about 
implementing a snow plan 
the last two school years,” 
Anderson County school 
Superintendent Sheila Mitch¬ 
ell said in an e-mail. “With 
two bad winters back to back, 
it is something we continue to 
work to improve.” 

It is an idea that gains 
momentum every time 
schools are dismissed for 
extended periods of time. 

“It obviously comes into 
play more when we are out 
for several days or a week 
and city and main roads are 
mostly clear,” said Derek 
Shouse, the school system’s 
director of student services. 
“As you’d expect, the concerns 
come from those in town 
who see the street in front of 
their house as clear. However, 
we have a large number of 


county maintained roads and 
we have many families with 
school aged children living 
on them who need a ride to 
school.” 

Marion County is one near¬ 
by school system that has a 
snow plan and implemented 
it several days after the Presi¬ 
dent’s Day storm. According 
to the snow plan shown on 
the Marion County school dis¬ 
trict’s website, certain roads 
are crossed off the regular 
routes. Meeting places include 
churches, groceries and desig¬ 
nated roads. 

“We actually use a hybrid 
version of this type plan cur¬ 
rently,” Shouse said. “What 
we have found is not all roads 
that might be on a ‘Plan B’ 
are in the same condition. 

We have roads we know can 
be trouble areas. In some of 
those areas, we already have 
days where we are in school 
and the families are con¬ 
tacted to meet at a designated 
spot. This may be due to slick 
roads or impassable turn¬ 
arounds. This plan works well 
and we might actually have 
another week in these areas 
before a bus can travel safely 
so parents take students to a 
pickup location.” 

Even with such a plan in 
place, Mitchell said the sys¬ 
tem’s top priority is safety for 
students and staff. 

In looking at the possibility 
of a more wide-ranging snow 


plan, there are advantages 
and drawbacks. 

“The biggest advantage to 
having a Snow Plan B is we 
are able to get back in session 
quicker,” Mitchell said. 

Shouse added that getting 
students back in school also 
limits the gaps in instruction. 

“That is always the biggest 
impact of missing extended 
days,” he said. “Extending the 
school year into June is noth¬ 
ing we want to happen. When 
we set our calendar each year, 
we consider ways to get the 
most instructional days prior 
to testing. 

“This mainly affects high 
school with AP classes and 
ACT. The dates for those don’t 
change due to school cancel¬ 
lation. Elementary, middle 
and high school end of course 
tests may occur within a win¬ 
dow as it relates to the end of 
school or grading period so 
the gap in instruction plays a 
role.” 

Shouse said there are no 
disadvantages to a snow plan 
that he is aware of, but there 
are logistical concerns. He 
noted that not having bus 
service to some connector 
roads could affect too many 
students. 

“In addition,” he said, “in 
some cases, there is no logi¬ 
cal place for a bus to stage, or 
parents to stage so students 
could safely get onto a bus.” 

Shouse also cited turn¬ 


arounds as posing a peculiar 
problem. 

“Many places buses turn 
around in the county are on 
private property,” he said. 
“The owner can allow us to 
use space to turn around but 
they may not always have 
means to clear snow and ice. 
The city and county are not 
allowed to service these since 
they are on private property. 
This includes gravel for nor¬ 
mal days and cinders in icy 
conditions. The school system 
cannot spend public funds to 
do this either. This was the 
case in the first snowstorm. 

“When we returned, many 
routes had issues with turn¬ 
arounds even though the 
roads were for the most part 
clear.” 

Even though extended 
snow days can play havoc 
with summer vacation plans, 
and, as was the case in 2014, 
even eliminate spring break, 
Mitchell says the safety 
trumps those issues. 

“We want to limit the snow 
days as much as possible, but 
we ultimately make decisions 
based on student and staff 
safety. If it is questionable, we 
err on the side of caution. Our 
goal is to work to get students 
and staff in session as soon as 
possible but never at the risk 
of safety.”

kindergarten registration 

Kindergarten reg¬ 
istration dates for the 
2015-2016 school year 
have been set for March 
16 at the Anderson 
County Board of Edu¬ 
cation from 8 a.m. to 
6 p.m., and March 23 
at the Sparrow Early 
Childhood Center from 
8 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

All incoming kin¬ 
dergarten students will 
receive free materials 
given to each family 
including a backpack, 
T-shirt, and easy ideas to 
help your child be kin¬ 
dergarten ready, accord¬ 
ing to a news release. 

Students are eligible 
to attend kindergarten 
if they turn 5 on or 
before Oct 1. 

Early registration is 
essential for district and 
school planning. If a 
family is unable to regis¬ 
ter their child by March 
23, parents must contact 


the Anderson County 
Board of Education 
as soon as possible so 
the district can accom¬ 
modate to the parent’s 
schedule. 

The state of Ken¬ 
tucky only funds 
half-day kindergarten; 
however, the Anderson 
County Board of Edu¬ 
cation is committed to 
providing full-day kin¬ 
dergarten in an effort to 
provide each child the 
best opportunity to be 
college and career ready, 
school officials said. 

Additional funding 
must come from local 
funds and, therefore, 
there is little room for 
error financially which 
serves to increase the 
importance for parents 
to participate in early 
registration. 

There are currently 
nine kindergarten 
classes at Sparrow Early 
Childhood Center and 
three kindergarten 
classes at Robert B. 
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Turner. Students are 
assigned to a school 
based on his/her house¬ 
hold address. 

If parents have 
childcare in a different 
school attendance area 
there is an application 
process for request¬ 
ing a change of school 
assignment. These are 
approved on a first 
come, first served 
basis and are limited. 
Late registration will 
limit access to possible 
changes. 

All those registering

Assigning blame 
for recycling mess 

Is it time for criminals to pay financially, too? 

C olumn as I see ’em... 

The numbers are factual, stark and daunting. Taxpay¬ 
ers are losing roughly $175,000 a year on a recycling pro¬ 
gram that was doomed to fail from the start. 

That program in 2014 generated a paltry $30,000 
in revenue from the sale of materials collected at 
a cost to taxpayers of just over $200,000. Salaries 
alone are three times the revenue generated and 
will only go higher in years to come. 

What’s more, taxpayers are paying more to have 
recycled materials hauled to Lexington then the 
county is receiving in return for those items, a 
trend that could be reversed only if the hauling 
fees were to go away and the amount of recycla- 
bles collected jumped from a 550,000 pounds to 6.8 
million pounds per year. 

Pigs might fly. 

For this you can blame the previous fiscal court, 
but the real culprits are those on the questionably forthright 
environmental committee it created which promulgated the 
farcical notion that Anderson County could create a recycling 
program that wouldn’t break the bank. 

The fact that two members of that committee are employed 
by the state’s division of solid waste is an outrage and by proxy 
calls into question the fiscal responsibility of that entire office. 

They and the rest of the fiscal 
court’s environmental committee 
had to know the program was losing 
money hand over fist, and frankly I 
question if that information was being 
honestly reported to magistrates who 
obviously trusted what they were 
being told. 

A serious charge, to be sure, but I 
know first-hand that some of what 
was being disseminated by that com¬ 
mittee was at a minimum being spun 
to look good; at worst simply not fac¬ 
tual. 

Several times over the past few 
years I refused to print recycling 
updates submitted on that committee’s 
behalf, frankly because I wasn’t con¬ 
fident the information being provided 
was factual. 

I don’t mislead the readers of this newspaper and I’ll be 
darned if I’m going to knowingly allow anyone else to do so. 

When I questioned the information, I rarely received what I 
considered a straight answer. 

In particular I questioned assertions that the amount of recy- 
clables being collected was growing by leaps and bounds. It’s 
now clear that it wasn’t and in fact the total tons collected in 
2014 were down from the previous year. 

Without a major overhaul, this program will force the fiscal 
court to borrow $150,000 to $200,000 a year to keep it afloat or 
raise property taxes enough to generate that much revenue. 

Neither solution is realistic, so major changes have to be 
made and soon. 

Judge-Executive Orbrey Gritton inherited this mess and is 
now responsible for offering ideas for the fiscal court to clean it 
up. 

One of those ideas is to require whichever trash hauler wins 
an upcoming bid to pick up recyclables and trash at the curb, 
ironically a move that was brought up but never given full 
consideration several years before. 

If that works, the county could rid itself of all but the rudi¬ 
mentary aspects of its recycling program while maintaining 
only those portions that make sense such as its compactor and 
appliance disposal. 

Even better, it could rid itself of the unelected and until 
now unaccountable environmental committee that caused this 
ridiculous mess in the first place. 

S peaking of wasting money ... 

It’s a shame the parents and grandmother who tied up 
that little girl for hours on end can’t be forced to pay for 
their crime financially, too. 

The father of the little girl is expected to finally plead guilty 
next month, joining the mother and grandmother behind bars. 

I say finally because all three were arraigned for abusing that 
child in August of 2012. Yes, August of 2012. 

When Herbert Medley — the so-called father who told 
police he knew his wife, Rebecca, and the child’s grandmother, 
Carolyn Case, were tying up the child for up to 16 hours a day 
but didn’t stop it for fear of being tossed out of Case’s house

Plotting better ways to water garden 


I ust like those giant icicles hanging by 
the roadside, our chances for another 
snow this season just keeps getting 
aller. If we get any more, the 
broom, not the shovel, should 
be able to handle it. Winter is 
waning. 

The Old Farmer’s Almanac 
has called for April and May 
to be warmer and dryer than 
normal, summer should be hot 
and dry, and fall warm and wet. 

Seems like we always have a 
dry summer after an especially 
wet winter, so be prepared with 
your watering options. 

As I sit and stare out at all 
this snow, I keep thinking of all 
this moisture sitting on the soil. 

At one time, I had thought of digging 
an underground water storage here on the 
farm. 

You basically dig and line a pit that will 
store rainwater, so vou can tap into it dur¬ 


ing the dry summer months. After all this 
rain and snow, I think I’d have an overflow¬ 
ing ice skating rink. 

Three years ago I put a water spigot 
down at the bottom of the hill. I hook up a 
few hundred feet of hoses and water when 
necessary. 

It’s a pain, but I’m grateful. I also do my 
best to keep the moisture in the soil by 
using newspapers and straw for mulch. 

Strategic locations of your garden beds 
make a difference, too. You may think that 
big, flat piece of ground out in the middle 
of the yard would be perfect for a garden, 
but you actually want a little shade for the 
late afternoon sun. Twelve hours of sun¬ 
light is plenty. 

You might also think of growing a little 
shade structure for yourself, for those 10 
minute breaks we take while working in 
the garden. Just a couple of sheets of vinyl 
lattice and a few supports can create a

tent structure large 
enough for you to sit a 
spell or store bushels 
of produce while you 
continue to slave away 
in the sun. 

You can start off 
growing snow peas up 
the lattice and later 
graduate to cucumbers 
or pole beans. Plant 
them thick at the base 
and the vining will 
eventually create your 
shade. No stooping 
required to pick and it 
also add to the beauty 
of the garden. 

If you’ve battled 
weeds every year in 
your garden, requir¬ 
ing hoeing or tilling 
on a regular basis, you 
might want to rethink 
your growing area. 
Every time we disturb 
the soil, we give weeds 
a new opportunity to 
grow. 

Using raised beds, 
with 12 inch high 
sides, reduces the 
amount of weed seeds 
that can get blown 
in by the wind at 
ground level. Cover¬ 
ing and mulching the 
soil space between 
field rows also makes 
a huge difference. 

I’d much rather do 
this in the beginning 
and spend just a few 
minutes hand pulling 
each week, than tilling 
for an hour, only to 
have to do it again and 
again, all summer. 

Now, let’s keep 
thinking positive 
thoughts until that 
last frost date arrives 
the end of April. 
Delight in the earlier 
arrival of the sun each 
morning and the joy 
of it going down later 
each evening. It won’t 
be long before we start 
digging in instead of 
digging out. Happy 
growing.

Father of tied up child expected to enter guilty plea

The final of three people 
charged with tying up a 
3-year-old child for up to 16 
hours a day is expected to 
enter a guilty plea March 16 
in Anderson Circuit Court. 


Herbert Medley, the child’s 
father, was scheduled to stand 
trial later this month on a 
charge of first-degree crimi¬ 
nal child abuse. The child’s 
mother, Rebecca Medley, 
and grandmother, Carolyn 


Case, each pleaded guilty to 
the charge and are currently 
serving five-year prison sen¬ 
tences.

able convert to Christi¬ 
anity. 

Her name is Rosario 
Champagne Butter¬ 
field, a pastor’s wife 
in Durham, N.C. In 
her recent book, “The 
Secret Thoughts of an 
Unlikely Convert,” she 
describes her life before 
Jesus: university pro¬ 
fessor of English and 
women’s studies, fervent 
feminist, radical atheist, 
leftist student of Freud, 
Hegel, Marx and Dar¬ 
win, in a long-term les¬ 
bian relationship, active 
in GLBT causes. 

She viewed herself 
as principled and car¬ 
ing, compassionate and 
moral. She and her part¬ 
ner were active in AIDS 
causes, children’s health 
and literacy and Golden 
Retriever rescue. 

She was perfectly 
content with her “happy, 
meaningful and full” 
life and didn’t want to 
change anything. 

She said her under¬ 
standing of Christian¬ 
ity was from her own 


encounters with angry 
Christians holding signs, 
mocking her “butch” 
haircut at Gay Pride 
marches. 

“I despised Christians,” 
she wrote. “Those who 
professed the name of 
Jesus commanded my 
pity and wrath.” 

In 1997, she wrote an 
article in her local Syra¬ 
cuse, N.Y., newspaper 
attacking the “unholy 
trinity of Jesus, Republi¬ 
can politics and patriar¬ 
chy.” She received a ton 
of mail — fan mail and 
hate mail. 

One letter, however, 
was neither. It was from 
a local Reformed Presby¬ 
terian pastor, Ken Smith, 
who neither preached at 
her nor condemned her. 
Instead, Smith encour¬ 
aged her to explore the 
kinds of questions she 
admired — “How did you 
arrive at your interpreta¬ 
tions? How do you know 
you’re right? Do you 
believe in God?” 

She started reading 
the Bible “the way a 
glutton devours,” she 


wrote. 

Although she 
couldn’t get enough of it, 
she also didn’t like what 
it said — she didn’t want 
God messing up her life. 

And yet, the beauty 
of Jesus and the prom¬ 
ise of a life much 
richer and fuller — even 
though much, much dif¬ 
ferent — from the one 
she had been living was 
irresistible. The irresist¬ 
ible grace of God even¬ 
tually won her over. 

As a result, she lost 
her lifestyle, her world¬ 
view, her lesbian part¬ 
ner. 

Yet, she wrote, she 
gained so much more. 

“I am the Lord, the 
God of all mankind,” 

God told the prophet Jer¬ 
emiah. “Is anything too 
hard for me?” (Jeremiah 
3227). 

Well, is there?

engine and killed it or too slowly and 
water was sucked back up the tail¬ 
pipe,” he said. “The engine died when 
they got into the deep part.” 

Cox said firefighters were able to 
attach a cable to the vehicle and use a 
winch attached to a fire truck to pull 
it out. He said Lt. Jimmy Robinson 
made his way to the vehicle and pro¬ 
vided safety vests for the four adults 
inside before attaching a cable to the 
Jeep’s front end. 

Cox said people should use extreme 
caution when crossing any water. 

“If you’re from that area you 
should be familiar enough to know 
when it’s safe to cross, but the saying 


is turn around, don’t drown,” he said. 

Normally closed following heavy 
rain, the crossing had yet to be bar¬ 
ricaded that day because the water 
rose so quickly Even when it is, Cox 
said people sometimes move the 
barriers out of the way and cross or 
worse. 

“People keep stealing them,” he 
said. “The last ones that were ordered 
were made entirely of composite so 
they had no scrap value, but the next 
day those were gone,” he said. “We 
saw someone once move them out 
of the way, but normally they just 
throw them in the river and go on 
their way.” 

No one was injured during the 
rescue, which was conducted by the 
Anderson County Fire Department.

Simon Kenton makes the plays, ends Lady Cats’ region reign

CARROLLTON-In the 
end, this group of Anderson 
County Lady Bearcats only 
had eight lives. 

They scrapped. They 
fought. They teetered on the 
brink of extinction all week 
long during the girls’ Eighth 
Region basketball tourna¬ 
ment. 

But a week that had seen 
them win one game with less 
than a second showing on the 
scoreboard clock, then joyous¬ 
ly win another in overtime, 
did not have another heart- 
stopper for the Lady Bearcats 
to ride to victory. 

A week that had seen 
Anderson twice rally from 
eight-point deficits in the 
second half could only see 


Anderson play well in the 
first 20 minutes before being 
unable to complete a come¬ 
back for a third straight 
regional championship. 

Simon Kenton exacted a bit 
of revenge Sunday afternoon, 
defeating the Lady Bearcats, 
55-44, in the Eighth Region 
championship game at Car- 
roll County High School. 
While Simon Kenton joyously 
celebrated after losing two 
straight regional finals to the 
Lady Bearcats, Anderson’s 
players could only accept the 
regional runner-up trophy 
they really did not want. 

Simon Kenton, now 27-4, 
captured its first regional 
title since 2009, when it also 
defeated Anderson. The Pio¬ 
neers will play First Region 
champ Graves County in the 


opening round of the state 
tournament Thursday night 
in Bowling Green. 

Anderson, a team that 
some felt might be lucky 
to have a double-digit win 
total when the season began, 
finished at 19-13. The Lady 
Bearcats reached the Eighth 
Region championship, mean¬ 
ing they were one of the last 
32 teams in Kentucky still 
playing, for the seventh time 
in eight seasons. 

Six of those years have 
seen Anderson and Simon 
Kenton play for the Sweet 16 
berth. Both schools have won 
three of the meetings. 

Simon Kenton simply 
made the plays when they 
counted and none counted 
more than Kendyl Gilliam’s 
three-pointer with 6:00 to 


play or Kelsey Schmiade’s 
drive for a basket 36 seconds 
later. 

Anderson might have put 
together it’s best half of the 
year, leading 22-18 at the 
intermission. 

But the Lady Cats, who 
had shot 40 percent in the 
first half, suddenly went 
cold, ending the game at just 
over 28 percent accuracy. It 
was the one negative statistic 
Anderson could not over¬ 
come. 

Anderson suddenly found 
itself on the short end of 
another eight-point deficit 
but could not climb all the 
way back this time.

M akenzie Cann 
had not been 
back in Cincin¬ 
nati very long when she 
took to Twitter Sunday 
afternoon.

before adding, as a Twit¬ 
ter hashtag, “Tradition 
doesn’t graduate.” 

Cann, an all-stater 
who was one of the cor¬ 
nerstones of Anderson 
County’s back-to-back 
girls’ regional champion¬ 
ship teams the last two 
seasons, had seen that 
up close and personal 
Saturday. Now a reserve 
guard at the University 
of Cincinnati, Cann had 
a collegiate career-best 
23 points - she hit 6 
threes - in a win over 
Central Florida before 
scoring 8 in a loss to 
UConn Saturday.

Stratton, Walker threes, gritty defense ignite Lady Bearcat comeback

CARROLLTON - Anderson 
County girls’ basketball coach 
Clay Birdwhistell demands 32 
minutes of effort every game. 

Even that was not enough 
for the Lady Bearcats Sat¬ 
urday night as they needed 
an overtime period to defeat 
Walton-Verona, 63-60, in the 
Eighth Region Tournament 
semifinals. 

Anderson advanced to the 
Eighth Region champion¬ 
ship game for the seventh 
time in the last eight years 
by overcoming a disastrous 
second quarter and an 8-point 
halftime deficit, then sur¬ 
viving the overtime despite 
losing one of its main scoring 
threats, sophomore Sammy 
Rogers, to five fouls in regula¬ 
tion play. 

“I can’t say how proud I 
am of these girls,” said Bird¬ 
whistell, Anderson’s first-year 
coach. “No one gave them a 
chance to be here.” 

The Lady Bearcats simply 
battled their way to a win. 

“We believe there is time 
on the clock, we are still going 
to win,” Birdwhistell said. “I 
told them at the half we were 
still in this one.” 


Birdwhistell, however, 
was not around his team 
when it emerged from the 
locker room to start the sec¬ 
ond half. He and assistant 
coaches Keith Currens and 
Jeff Hawkins headed to the 
Anderson bench nearly a 
minute before the Lady 
Bearcats came back on the 
floor. 

The players were not ready 
to see their season end and 
requested a quick players- 
only meeting. “I would guess 
that my seniors rallied the 
troops,” Birdwhistell said. 

“We mainly talked about 
keeping them off the free 
throw line and playing 
smarter,” said senior Corrin 
Robinson. 

Walton-Verona’s Hailey 
Ison, the state’s top free throw 
shooter at just over 90 per¬ 
cent, had hit 12 -of-13 in the 
first 16 minutes. She ended up 
with a game-high 30 points 
and sank 16-of-18 for the 
game. 

Despite some foul trou¬ 
ble at the half - the Lady 
Bearcats had been whistled 
for 12 fouls to Walton-Vero¬ 
na’s 5 - the lady Bearcats 
rallied from a 31-23 deficit 
auicklv. 


“I think the kids had got¬ 
ten frustrated,” Birdwhistell 
said.”We lost focus of the 
scouting report and just 
threw the scouting report 
away. We played a lot smarter 
in the second half.” 

“We were down eight 
against Trimble County, so 
we knew we would be able to 
come back,” Anderson junior 
Kaci Currens said. Currens led 
Anderson with 18 points. 

Anderson got going when 
Sydney Stratton, who had not 
been a scoring threat all sea¬ 
son, swished a three with 6:45 
to play in the third quarter. It 
might have been the biggest 
basket of the night. 

“I was so proud of Sydney 
and so happy for her,” Cur¬ 
rens said. “When she hit that 
three, it got us pumped up.” 

Missa Walker buried 
another triple a minute later 
to pull Anderson within 31-29. 

The Lady Bearcats finally 
caught up on a three from 
Rogers, then went ahead for 
the first time in the second 
half when Alorra Sims came 
up with a defensive rebound, 
then went the distance for a 
layup to make it 41-39 with 
34.9 seconds to play. 

Anderson anneared to be 


taking control in the fourth 
quarter, leading 48-44 after 
Currens hit 3-of-4 free throws 
midway through the period, 
but Walton-Verona caught 
back up when Ison drove for 
a layup with 1:41 to play. 

It stayed that way until 
42.7 seconds remained when 
Currens stole the ball as it 
appeared Walton-Verona was 
holding the ball for one shot. 
Currens drove for a layup and 
completed a three-point play, 
but Ison answered with her 
own conversion 17 seconds 
later. 

After a timeout, Anderson 
spread the floor for a drive 
to the basket, but Rogers was 
called for a charge, her fifth 
foul. It was a call that had 
Anderson fans livid. 

Walton-Verona got a look 
but Ison missed in the lane 
under pressure sending the 
game to overtime. 

Anderson never trailed in 
overtime, taking the lead for 
good at 54-53 on free throw 
from Sims after Ison had 
been called for her fifth foul. 

“There is no question 
that when Ison went out, it 
changed the game,” Bird¬ 
whistell said. 

Anderson opened a 61-56 
lead when Walker buried 
another three, this one from 
deen in the left corner, with

1:05 to play. 

Walton-Verona came back 
with a basket by Zoe Luebbe, 
then after an Anderson turn¬ 
over had a chance to get with¬ 
in one or tie, but Sims swatted 
Morgan Simpson’s shot out of 
bounds. 

“I was a little late in get¬ 
ting over there to help,” Sims 
said, “but it wound up work¬ 
ing out. 

Anderson’s Mia Aldridge 
and Sims both hit a pair of 
free throws to put things out 
of reach with 20 seconds left. 

Anderson improved to 
19-12 while Walton-Verona 
finished at 16-14. 

“We made some dumb 
plays at times but we were 
composed enough to let it go 
and play the next play,” Bird¬ 
whistell said with a grin. “We 
are not having fun unless we 
are keeping the crowd from 
from having a heart attack.” 

“I said it would take 32 
minutes to beat them, but I 
was wrong. 

“It took 36.”

“We had made a couple of silly 
mistakes with the ball,” Simon 
Kenton coach Jeff Stowers said 
of the moments before Gilliam 
righted his team’s ship. “We were 
going to make them play defense 
but we had gotten careless with 
the ball.” 

Anderson coach Clay Bird¬ 
whistell noted the key plays 
were made by players other than 
Simon Kenton’s perceived stars, 
Bosse and Allison Niece. Bosse, 
a senior, led all scorers with 18 
points while Niece scored 14. 

“They made the plays when 
they had to make the plays,” he 
said. “Good teams are going to do 
that.” 

As has been the case all sea¬ 
son, Anderson refused to give in, 
getting a free throw from Alorra 
Sims and a quick basket after a 
steal by Marissa Walker less than 
30 seconds later. 

But Simon Kenton put the 
victory away on another layup 
by Meier, a 6-foot-2 sophomore, 
and two free throws from Niece, 
a freshman who transferred to 
Simon Kenton from Scott High 
last summer. 

Niece’s addition turned Simon

in the region in early December. 

Anderson did within 49-42 
after Mia Aldridge’s three-point¬ 
er with 1:22 to go, but Simon Ken¬ 
ton took care of business down 
the stretch. 

“For us all year long, it has 
been a collaborative effort,” Bird¬ 
whistell said. “We had Kaci (Cur- 
rens) could score. We knew that. 

“Sammy (Rogers) had a good 
regional tournament, but this 
was her first regional tourna¬ 
ment. She dressed for us last year, 
but this is her first time in this 
environment. She has a lot to 
build on.” 

Rogers led Anderson in scoring 
with 12 points. Currens added 11 
while Sims came off the bench to 
score nine. 

Alorra Sims also came off the 
bench to give the Lady Bearcats 
a spark, including a basket and 
two free throws inside the final 
30 seconds of the third quarter to 
start Anderson’s comeback that 
ended just short. 

Sims, a sophomore, finished 
with 9 points. 

“She did a great job finding out 
what we wanted her to do. Part 
of that was us trying to find the 
right spot for her,” Birdwhistell 
said. 

But even looking for those 
positives, Birdwhistell knew that 


his team’s lack of size eventually 
caught up with it. 

“You look. Schmiade is 5-10 
or 5-11. Bosse is 5-11. Niece is a 
5-8 guard. They are not as big as 
Shelby County but they are a big 
high school team,” Birdwhistell 
said. 

Not that it mattered to the 
Lady Bearcats. They still believed 
they were going to win until 
Simon Kenton came down with 
a defensive rebound at the 11 
second mark and leading by 11 
points. 

“I told them before the game, 
regardless of the outcome, people 
would talk about this team for 
a long time. I would think as a 
fan, if I went to watch them play, 
I would really enjoy it because 
they give you every ounce of 
effort. 

“These kids leave their hearts 
out on the floor. They were not 
supposed to be here this year. I 
think everybody knows that, but 
they didn’t know that. 

“The reason it hurts so bad 
is they dare to believe in them¬ 
selves. They dare to think, ‘I don’t 
care how good fill-in-the-blank 
team is, we are going to beat 
them. 

“That is what hurts.”

EIGHTH REGION TOURNEY NOTES 


Despite traditions, final 
teams not originally picked

When Simon Ken¬ 
ton defeated Anderson 
County for the Eighth 
Region championship 
Sunday afternoon, it 
was the sixth time in 
the last eight years the 
teams have met in the 
championship game. 
That fact has been 
talked about around the 
region for some time. 

What might have 
been forgotten was 
this was to have been 
somewhat of a rebuild¬ 
ing year for both teams. 
Anderson, of course, lost 
all five starters from its 
2014 regional titlist. 

While the losses were 
not as dramatic for 
Simon Kenton, the Pio¬ 
neers did lose their top 
three scorers from last 
year, including guard 
Abby Owings, who was 
a Kentucky All-Star 
with Anderson’s Eriel 
McKee and Makenzie 
Cann. The Pioneers 
lost eight seniors in all, 
but did have a bit of a 
nucleus in Maggi Bosse, 
who repeatedly hurt the 
Lady Bearcats Sunday. 

Simon also got a 
huge break when Alli¬ 
son Niece, a freshman 
guard, transferred from 
nearby Scott High. 

Niece, who could 
be the Eighth Region’s 
top collegiate prospect, 
made a huge difference 
for the Pioneers. 

However, when I 
compiled the coaches’ 
pre-season rankings 
for The Cats’ Pause last 
summer, Shelby County 
was a near-unanimous 
pick to win the Eighth 
Region with Walton- 
Verona and Gallatin 
County coming in next. 

Simon Kenton and 
Anderson were ranked 
four and five. 

At the time, there 
were rumors that Niece 
would be playing for the 
Pioneers, but nothing 
was official. 

Still, when the season 
started in December, 
anyone predicting 
another Anderson- 
Simon Kenton final 
would have not been 
taken seriously. 

Snow delays tournament 

Last week’s snow¬ 
storm did not devastate 
the tournament. The 
semifinals and finals 
were postponed one day. 

Simon Kenton's Stowers 
calls Anderson rivalry great 

Simon Kenton coach 
Jeff Stowers was gra¬ 
cious in victory Sunday, 
complimenting Ander¬ 
son County on its rival¬ 
ry with his school. 

“It is a great rivalry,” 
he said. “It’s a healthy 
rivalry. I guess the rea¬ 
son we don’t schedule 
each other during the 
season is we know we 
are probably going to 


meet at some point.” 

No sweet home 

In Anderson County’s 
run of seven regional 
finals in eight seasons, 
the one year the Lady 
Bearcats did not make 
the game deciding the 
Sweet 16 participant was 
2012 . 

That season, the 
regional tournament 
was held at Anderson. 

For the record, 
Walton-Verona defeated 
South Oldham for the 
title that year. 

Simon Kenton, which 
was moved to the Eighth 
Region in time for the 
2004-2006 season, has 
been to eight regional 
finals in those 10 years, 
also missing out in 2011. 

Ironically, when 
Simon Kenton hosted 
the regional tourna¬ 
ment in 2010, it lost in 
the final to Anderson 
County 

No sweet home, part two 

In Sunday’s game, 
Anderson was designat¬ 
ed the home team and 
wore white. 

It was a distinction 
determined by the 
brackets. In blind draw 
tournaments, the team 
in the upper part of the 
bracket is usually desig¬ 
nated the home team. 

In a weird coinci¬ 
dence, the team desig¬ 
nated as the home team 
has lost all six regional 
finals between Simon 
Kenton and Anderson 
County 

Anderson was home 
team in 2008, 2009 and 
this year, all of which 
Simon Kenton won. 
When Anderson won in 
2010,2013 and 2014. 

In fact, the other two 
times the schools have 
met in earlier round 
games - 2006 semifinals 
and 2012 first round - 
the same trend held as 
well. 

All-tournament team 

Three members of 
the Anderson County 
Lady Bearcats were 
named to the All-Eighth 
Region team. Kaci Cur¬ 
rens, Corrin Robinson 
and Marissa Walker 
were selected to the 
team by the coaches. 

Other members of 
the team were Abigail 
Stewart of Oldham 
County; Gallatin Coun¬ 
ty’s Hannah Dossett; 
Lauren Moore of Carroll 
County; Kay lee Clifford 
of Trimble County; Jus¬ 
tus Martin and Madison 
Todd of Shelby County; 
Hailey Ison and Morgan 
Simpson of Walton-Vero¬ 
na; and Kelsey Schmi¬ 
ade, Kendyl Gilliam, 
Maggi Bosse and Allison 
Niece of Simon Kenton. 

Niece was named the 
tournament’s Most Valu¬ 
able Player.
